The week waa characterized by a eontlnu- 
nee of the favorable conditions reported last 
week. The temperature and sunshine varied 
slightly from the normal, and were suffi- 
cient for the needs of all crops. Scattered 
ers fell In several portions ot the state 
during the early part of the week, but the 
rains of the 6th and Tth were general and in 
i plaoes very heavy. Tie amounts re- 
ported by correspondents In varlou* part* of 
the state usually exceed one inch, though in 
several of the Central and Southern counties 
mch larger amount* fell. The correspondent 
t Pryorsburg In Graves county states that 
■ 81 Inches fell during the week. This Is by 
far the largest amount reported to this office 
for the week. 

The general tone of reports continuoi to be 
cheerful, and while several Important crops 
have not come up to expectations, the outlook 
II which will be harvested Trom this time 
the end of the season la very promising, 
s work of cutting wheat was about com- 
pleted du-ing the week, and threshing is well 
underway iu the Western half of the state. 
Reports as to the yield continue to be conflict- 
ing, though but very few correspondents esti- 
mate that the crop will he up to the average 
Generally speaking, the yield Is much less than 
as anticipated, and the quality or the grain 
not up to the standard.

FATAL FIRE. 

Death Comes In a Terrible Man- 
ner to Livery Men.

Terrible Holocaust in Case's Livery 
Stable, Detroit. 



At Uul rive Persona Lo.e Their Uvea, 
Together With One Hundred Horace 
—The Property Lorn In the 
Neighborhood of ejno.eoo 

Detroit. Mich., July U.— By the 
burning of Cane's livery barn on Con- 
greas street Wednesday morning five 
and possibly six of the barn men lost 
their lives. The names of the dead 
are: John Shaw, JS, oiler, Detroit: 
John Howman, 20, second cook. Hay 
City; Thomas Webb, 58, painter, De- 
troit; Charles Davis, Detroit; James 

Ont; Edward Hughes, SO.Chamois man, 
London, Ont, is missiug. Injured: 
John Cummins, '.'0, helper, Detroit 
head cut open and probably internally 
injured. 

William McFarlane, dropped from 
second story window, badly bruised 
and burned about hands and arms. 

Charlea Hobb.who weighs lit pounds, 
jumped from a third story window to 
a vacant lot, but sustained only a 
sprained ankle. 

Seventy-five head of horses were 
stabled in the building, all of them 
with the exception of four in the base- 
ment 

The Are originated on the first BOOT, 
near a box stall occupied by the trot- 
ting horse Domino, which was recently 
seized by the customs department for 
illegal entry from Canada. The horse 
was gotten out safely by Wm. Doug- 
lass one of the barn men who was on 
watch at the time. He also tried to res- 
cue Bethel O., another trotter, owned 
byQ, A. Graves, of the hotel OedUlaxl, 
but in this he was unsuccessful. '•Lit- 
tle Mack." a pacer owned by Oeorge 
Case, was gotten out after being badly 

The pacer, Little Mae. who hu a 
record of 2:13%. died after being re- 
moved from the stable. Helle Isle, a 
fast trotting horse, was very badly 
burned. 

One of the men. John Cummins, how- 
ever, became fren/.ied and after throw- 
ing out a bundle of clothing he threw 
himself headlong out of the window. 
He landed almost at the feet of the 
firemen who were hastening to his 
rescue. He struck on the right side of 
hia head and his skull was crushed in. 
He was removed to Harper hospital, 
where he was still in an unconscious 
condition at ten o'clock Wednesday 
morning It was after four o'clock be- 
fore the firemen were able to enter the 
building. They immediately made 
their way to the fourth floor. In n 
room in the northeast corner was found 
the bodies of John Shaw and John 
Bowman. They occupied the same 
bed and had evidently been suffocated, 
as there was no mark of fire on the 
bodies. Thomas Webb, who slept in I 
room in the northwest corner was also 
suffocated. Then the 1 unties of James 
R, hhaw and Edward Hughes were 
found. These two unfortunates had 
evidently awakened and tried to es- 
cape, only to be caught in the 
ttames Both bodies were badly 
burned. The identity of the 
body supposed to be that of 
Hughes is in doubt Charles Davis, 
who also slept on the fourth Moor is 
missing and he is supposed t.> have 
been burned to death. 

Strangely enough, of the seventy-two 
horses which were stabled in the base- 
ment, not one was injured. This was 
owing to the solidity of the carriage 
floor above them. They were found 
standing in about three feet of water 
and were all removed safely. Mr. 
Case, proprietor of the stable himself 
lost SaO.000 an a the loss on building I* 
about tSO.OOO more. Craves valued 
Ethel 0 at tl.ooo. 

The body showed, supposed to lie 
that of Hughes, has been identified as 
that of Charles Davis, ami Hughes is 
missing. The loss is about S*0,imx). The 
insurance on the contents of the build- 
ing amounts to $40,000. 

The body of Edward Hughes, the 
missing employe was found in the 
basement of the building shortly after 
2 o'clock Wednesday afternoon.

THE BEER TAX 



Washington. July 11. — It now seems 
certain that Secretary Carlisle, in his 
annual message to cougress. will urge 
the passage of the bill increasing the 
tax on beer from Jl to S-* per barrel.
